Known parabilities: Mullaney's body is 
constantly mutating from one form to 
another, giving him a totally different 
appearance every 48 hours. For the 
middle 24 hours of the cycle, Mullaney's 
body configuration is fairly stable and 
consistent. For the 12 hours leading to 
and from the stable period, Mullaney's 
body is in a transitional state, possessing 
attributes of both the form he had 
possessed and the form he is about to 
possess. Mullaney retains a basic 
humanoid configuration through his 
succession of forms. He has only once 
become something significantly non- 
humanoid. He usually takes on various 
animal characteristics, though his body 
has also mimicked the properties of other 
substances. There appears to be no 
pattern to his succession of forms. So far 
he has not assumed the precisely same 
form, more than once. He has no 
conscious control over his. 
transformations, Mullaney acquires certain 
attributes along with the outward 
characteristics wf a given form. For 
example, in a bird-like form, he will grow 
working wings; in a mole-like form, he will 
grow long claws. His mass (and thus, 
weight) remains constant in his various 
forms.
